Section 1—General Conditions— 

(i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1978-79 of Yen 700 mil¬ 
lion (CLF) is intended to be used for financing payments 
to Japanese Suppliers for import of machinery (Nos 19 
Komatsu Sciapeis and initial spares) for construction of 
irrigation facilities with a view lo increasing food produc- 
ton under the river valley projec’s in Gujarat State, 

(ii) The import Licences should be issued for an agrec- 
gute amount not cscecding Yen 713 million (CI1-) in favour 
of the In Nation Department of the Government of Gujarat, 
and should bear the superscription “Yen 700 million Japanese 
Gram Aid for j 978-79'’. The licence code for the first and 
second sufih will be “S/JN”. 

(iii) No remittance, of foreign exchange will be permit- 
led against the import licence, except bank charges to the 
Dank ol India, Tok>o which may be remiLted through normal 
banking channels, payment towards Tndian Agent’s Commis¬ 
sion, if any, should be made in Indian rupees to the agents 
In India. Such payments, however, will form part of the 
licence value and will, thciefote, be charged to the licence.

(iv) The machinery (Nos. 19 Komatsu Scrapers and ini¬ 
tial spares) should be procured from Japan under this Grant 
Aid. 

(v) The import licences will be issued on CIF basis with 
an initial validity up to 15 - 2 - 1980 . Jn case the licensee needs 
further extension, the licensee should submit lo the CCI&E 
a proposal seeking an extension in the validi y period of 
the Import Licence alongwith full justification and explana¬ 
tion as lo why the shipment and payments could not ho 
completed within 'he initial validity period.

(viii) The purchase contract should be entered into only 
with the Japanese nationals or Japanese juridical persons 
controlled by Japanese nationals.
